Too High A Price! 

In Los Angeles County today, three-quarters of a mil- j 
lion children could soon fall victim to several dangerws , 
— even potentially fatal — dlseoses because of parental , 
Indiffernce, procrastination, neglect or lack of proper in- , 

formation. , , ‘ 

The Los Angeles County Medical Association (LACMA) 
reports that these children comprise over 30 per cent of 
school-age youngsters In the County who are not ade- i 
quately Immunizecf against such diseases as: Diphtheria 
Whooping Cough, Tetanus, Polio, Measles, Rubella and . 

Mumps. ( 

For whatever reason, this situation is inexcusable. The ^ 
responsibility rests with the parents fho have an obli- , 
gation to ensure that the health, and welfare of their ^ 
children Is protected at all times. 1 

The County of Los Angeles has declared April as "Ini- i 
munization Action Month” in an effort to inform, moti- i 
vate and spur gartmts to visit their family doctor or a I 
health clinic and have their youngsters properly vac¬ 
cinated. 

LACMA and its 10,000 physician-members have al¬ 
ready initiated a six-month “Public Awareness Campaign" 
to encourage parents to act immediately to safeguard 
their sons and daughters through Immunization. 

In Its eiKicatlon campaign, LACMA emphasizes that 
tlie vaccines and health care resources to immunize 
youngsters are available if parents will utilize them. 

LACMA officials point out that a state law has re 
cently been enacted that requires school children to be 
vaccinated against specific iliseases or be restricted from 
attending school. 

Touching on the importance of total cooperation and 
involvement by all factions to ecfucate parents to the 
urgent need for proper immunization, LACMA President 
an von Leden, MD, stated: 

“As representatives of the medical community, wo 
believe it is our duty to take the necessary action to 
acquaint parents with the seriousness of inadequate pro¬ 
tection and our responsibility to see that the vaccines 
and health care facllltle.s are available when nocided.” 

Tills attitude — and the willingness of parents io 
act in the best Interests of their children — should cut 
deeply into the high proportion (30%) of youngsters 
in Los Angeles County not adequately immunized. 

Anything less will result in a price which the chil¬ 
dren of Los Angeles County will find much too high to pay! 

The People Must Know

Why proposition 13 will not affect the schools. The 
Constitution of California is the supreme law of the state. 

It superceides all legislative law, and all official acts and 
binds all of the citizens of California. There are several 
.sections In the Constitution which protect the educational 
institutions of this state, grodes K through 12 and higher 
educational Institutions. Here is what they provide. 

Article 9 SI "A general diffusion of knowledge and 
Intelligence being an essential to the rights and liberties 
of the people, the legislature shall encourage by all suit¬ 
able means the promotion of Intellectual, scientific, moral 
and agriculture improvement." 

Ardcle 9 S5 "The legislature .shall provide for a sy.stem 
of common schools by whloh a free school shall be k«‘p^ 
up and support<*d in eaoh district at lea.st six month.s 
everj- year, after the first year in whk-h a school has 
be<'n es ablished." 

Article 13 S 20 ‘The legislature uay provide maximum 
proi»erty tax ratc« and bonding limits for local givern- 
ments." 

Article 13 S 21 "M'ithln such limits as may be pro¬ 
vided under Section '20 (maximum) the legislature shall 
provide for an annual levy by county governing liodies of 
school district taxes sufficient to produce annual rove 
rxues for each district that the di.strict board determines 
are required for its scJiools and district functions.” 

Tlie enai-tment of proposition 13 would not repeal 
any of the above quoted sections of the State Constitu¬ 
tions. Those sections guarantee school financing .suffi- 
ciet to pay for public school costs Includuing all teachers’ 
salaries. 

I'TEM — The Behr Bill aix» proposition 8, if passed by 
the voters, would raise the rental rebate ten cents a day. 
But if the renters were a married couple they would get 
the ten cents a day, but if two unmarried people were 
living in the same dwelling, they would get twenty cents 
a day rebate if their combined Incomes were less than 
$13 thousand a year. 

At la.st the monumental work of the legislature has 
produced a bill to punish married bliss, and encourage 
boys and girls not to get marrieti No doubt It took the 
wisdom of 120 Solomons to produce such a massive im¬ 
provement in soc’lalogical change. 

Of course the cost of administrating this great political 
advance will be far more than the returned money. But 
what can we expect from a legislature in panic? 

Not News? 

California's 25 largest cities, plus San Francisco’s 
combined city - county government, are collecting 7.7 
per cent more property tax dollars this fiscal year than 
last, a Cal-Tax survey shows, with the City of Fremont 
recording the largest percentage increase in property tax 
levies and the Clly of San Bernardino showing the largest 
percentage cut for 1977-78. 

The survey, based an mailed questionnaires and fol¬ 
low-up phone calls to city finance officers, also shows 
that while asscssexl values are up by about 12.5 per cent 
over last year among the state’s most populous cities, 
citywide tax rates are down from last year in all but 
two of the taxing jurisdictions, the City of Los Angeles 
and the City of Glendale. 

The surveyed cities collect about 70 per cent of all 
city-levied property tax dollars and include about 50 per 
cent of the state’s city population. 

The 7.7 per cent total increase in 1977-78 levies for 
the 26 cities ig expected to stand in sharp contrast to 
ihe state Board of Equalization’s soon-to-be-reloased data 
on (he overall rate of increase In citywide levies for all 
California cities. That data is expected to show an in¬ 
crease In levies of between 10 and 11 ,per cent for fiscal 
year 1977-78.

are nc/t particularly sensitive 
to price changes a.id the 
makers of these chemicals 
u.sually are able to main¬ 
tain very good profit mar¬ 
gins. 

The makers of specialty
